Sale of all five town-owned buildings 
Studied by the Community Services com- 
mittee was held open as an option when 
the committee made preliminary 
recommendations Tuesday night about the 
use of those facilities. 

Fifteen members of the public attended 
the meeting, heard committee reports on 
the buildings and made comments on 
buildings they had particular interest in 
before the committee was poled for 
recommendations. 

The six-member community services 
committee was asked by the town 
manager to study and make recommen- 
dations about the fates of five buildings 
and their first-pass recommendations 
were as follow: 

West Andover Community Center: Post- 
pone sale of the building for two years, 
which is the period the Citizen’s League 
for Adult Special Services said it needs the 
facility. 

Bradlee School: Sell the building if no in- 


a _ terest is shown in creating elderly housing 


there. 

Iceland Road: Let the Consrvation Com- 
mission, which apparently has legal rights 
to the building, have it if they want it. If 
not, sell it. 

Ballardvale Community Center: Keep 
the building if it looks like commuter rail 
service to Ballardvale will stimulate 
business interest in the area. If not, sell it. 

Cardinal Cushing Gymnasium: Sell it at 
fair market value, estimated at $55,000 to 


Y $65,000. 


More than hald of the citizens present at 
the meeting spoke in favor of retaining the 
Ballardvale community center. 

According to the committee report by 
Douglas Mitchell, three quarters of the 
building is unused, ‘‘with no revenue 
potential at this time.’”’ The other quarter 
has housed Memorial Hall Library’s 
Ballardvale branch since 1913, and cir- 
culates from 10,000 to 12,000 books per 
year, according to librarian Ruth A. 
Sharp, 197 Andover St. The library is open 
two days per week. 

Mitchell added that the circulation is in- 
creasing by four percent per year. 

Problems with the building include van- 
dalism, insufficient parking and an un- 
predictable, unreliable heating system. 

The building was used asa classroom 
for yoga classes, but the arrangement ap- 
parently was not financiallly successful 
for the teacher or the town. Members of 
the class reported their car tires slashed 
and antennas torn off, and clothing stolen 
from inside the building, Community Ser- 
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vices Director Joan Pearson said. 

Herta Sutton, 15 Center St., said a group 
of high school students rented the facility 
for a party in June. At 2 a.m., Sutton said, 
all the windows in the building were open, 
the lights were on, music was blaring, a 
fire with flames several feet high was 
blazing in a hibachi and some of the 
students were singing from the flagpole in 
the park next door. 

Police were called to break the party up. 
An assault and battery suit which resulted 
from the events of that evening ended with 
a court order to beef up police patrols in 
the area, Sutton said after the meeting. 

Charles Rancourt, chairman of the com- 
munity services committee, said he 
thought it a viable possibility to put a 
police substation in the building if the 
town does not sell it. 

George Forsythe, 33 Chester St., asked 
that the committee consider the history of 
the center, and not just the cost of retain- 
ing it in making their decision. 

Of the $40,000 appropriated by town 
meeting in 1977 to make improvements on 
the building, about $12,000 is left, Pearson 
Said. She estimated it would cost $25,000 
just to repair the heating system. 

Pearson said the community services 
department has been unable to generate 
an interest in the community for using the 
center. 

Mitchell said he hoped commuter rail 
srvice to Ballardvale would attract 
businesses and create a greater need for 
the center. ‘‘It bothers me to see the ap- 
parent deterioration of a small but once 
elegant commercial center,” he said. ‘I 
hope that the point when the trains stop 
there will be an important point commer- 
cially.”’ 

The West Andover Community Center is 
currently used by C.L.A.S.S. and was 
rated in good condition by.the committee. 

The building currently uses a faulty sub- 
surface septic system which needs to be

Dec. 3 will mark the start of the 
MVRTA’s new service for elderly and han- 
dicapped residents of Andover. Next Mon- 
day, two specially equipped buses will 
make travel easier for these people by 
providing transportation for general needs 
in Andover, and for medical needs within 
the Greater Lawrence area. Residents 
who qualify for the service by reason of 
age or handicap will make reservations 
for travel at least 24 hours in advance by 
calling 475-4310; they will be charged 25¢ 
for each trip in Andover, and $1 for each 
trip outside of Andover, both being one 
way fares. The service will be available 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. weekdays, and is operated 
under contract with Leasing Systems. 

The new vehicles will be radio-equipped 
for both personal and medical security for 
the users. This will also facilitate dispatch 
of the buses according to schedule.

The exhibit, ‘‘Contemporary 
Photographic Books,”’ continues at the Ad- 
dison Gallery of American Art, Phillips 
Academy, through Dec. 12.

Harvey Stein’s compelling photographs 
are all of identical twins; dentists who 
share their patients, stewardesses who 
always fly together, a set of ‘‘Toni’’ twins, 
ventriloquists who perform with non- 
identical dummies, and other twins from 
babies to the elderly. Stein documented 
twins for five and a half years to record 
the special pleasures and pains of two peo- 
ple identical from conception and now 
dressed identically staring out at the 
camera giving the viewer a strange sense 
of double vision.

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Crime is a problem experienced at un- 
iversities throughout the nation, but 
students at a number of campuses are now 
working to make their communities safer. 

One of themost successful of these anti- 
crime programs is the University of 
Southern California’s Student Awareness 
Campaign, which encourages students to 
take proper safety precautions. 

Andrew Goodman, chairman of the 
Student Awareness Task Force, says 
much of the crime occurring at colleges 
and universities is caused by student 
negligence. 3 

‘Nearly 71% of the crimes in this area 
are due to student negligence,’’ he said. 
“Stop that negligence and you eliminate 
most of the problems.” 

That is exactly what Goodman’s cam- 
paign is designed to do. The student-run 
program combines catchy sayings, car- 
toon characters, movies and special 
events to make students aware of the 
problems found at any university. 

Among the themes used by the cam- 
paign are ‘‘Are you easy?”’ ‘‘Get a clue”’ 
and ‘‘Do you do it?” 

“It is impossible to measure the success 
of the program,’’ Goodman said. “‘it is like 
trying to evaluate Smokey the Bear.” 

Despite that difficulty, however, the 
campaign has received support from ad- 
ministrators, students and local law en- 
forcement officials. In fact, the program

appears to be so successful it is spreading 
to other universities. 

“In spring, a similar program will be at 
the University of Hawaii and we have 
received favorable impressions from 
Michigan State University,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
are now applying for federal grants and 
hope to spread the campaign to 60 univer- 
Sities.”’ 

Goodman, a senior majoring in political 
science, founded and now is chairman of 
the Undergraduate Political Science 
Association. A member of the Student 
Senate, he is in charge of security and 
parking for both the senate’s student af- 
fairs and external and environmental af- 
fairs committees. 

Goodman, son of Leonard and Elaine 
Goodman of Andover, Mass., was 
graduated from Andover High School in 
1976. He was a member of the track team 
and the band. 

After graduation from USC in 1980, he 
plans to earn a masters degree in public 
administration and public relations.

1 urning right when a traffic signal is red 
will remain illegal in Andover, according 
to Sgt. James Johnson, administrative 
assistant to the police chief. 

Johnson told selectmen Monday that An- 
dover intersections either did not meet the 
state and federally specified conditions for 
a right-on-red provision, or conditions ex- 
isted which prohibited the right-on-red op- 
tion. “‘We haven’t got an intersection that 
qualifies,’’ Johnson said. 

The state has issued ‘‘No Right Turn on 
Red”’ signs to the police department which 
will be installed at intersections of An- 
dover roads which have traffic lights. 

Intersections of state roads which have 
traffic signals fall under the jurisdiction of 
the state, Johnson said. 

The following conditions had to be met 
to qualify an intersection for the right on 
red option: 


® A traffic study had to indicate there 
were no unusual geometries, or excessive 
number of accidents or conflicts at or near 
the intersesction. 

@ A gain of efficiency was indicated.

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark was to 
proceed toward agreement on the matter 
and at a specially-called meeting last 
Tuesday, told selectmen he had obtained 
agreement between the town, Jurgen and 
his attorney. 


Neither Jurgen nor his attorney 
appeared at that session, however, and 
Jurgen would not permit the work to 
proceed last Friday morning.

“Between now and 1983, the town is go- 
ing to either consider closing a school, or 
continue to pick up the cost of operating 
all of the schools even though the enroll- 
ment does not justify such action,’’ Town 


Manager Jared S. A. Clark said this week, 
in summarizing the status of the school 
construction program planning. 

Clark, indicated that the target date is 
1985 for completion of updating the town’s 


Doherty Parents 
Protest Possible 


Changeover

The latest twist in the school building 
program drew Doherty parents out in 
force last week, to protest the possible 
changeover of their elementary school to a 
middle school for grades six through eight. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert told parents 
their concern was premature, however, 
since the plan is only in the preliminary 
Stages. 

School Committeeman Joseph Finn add- 
ed that there is never going to be a solution 
that will satisfy everyone, and that he 
hopes parents will be mature enough to 
accept the final decision. 

The school committee itself had narrow- 
ed possible grade organization options to 
two: the 5-3-4 and the present 6-3-3. 

Last Tu2sday’s report had resulted from 
weeks of studying projected population 
distribution and discussions by staff 
members, and it said that “‘if the staff had 
a clear preference, it is the 5-3-4.” 
However, it said the 6-3-3 remains a viable 
alternative, particularly since it has been 
traditionally accepted and successful 
here. 

The report presents three schemes in 
priority order: two in the 5-3-4 framework 
and one in 6-3-3. 

Scheme One calls for the closing down of 
Shawsheen School, presumably because of 
the small capacity and declining enroll- 
ment there, and of East Jr. High, because 
of its decrepit condition. 

The high school would contain grades 
nine through 12, with an addition to ac- 
commodate approximately 400 more 
pupils. West Jr. High would become a mid- 
dle school for grades six through eight, 
along with either Doherty or South. 

Seifert said Doherty was preferrable, 
however, because of its location on a large 
site on the east side of town. 

Doherty also has some flexible spaces 
which would be useful for a middle school, 
the report says, and it would maintain 
‘geographical concentration’”’ of students. 
It also has available sidewalks, to en- 
courage and provide safe walking to 
school. The existing East playing fields 


would be. accessible and demolition of: 


Stowe. and. Jaekson.Schoals..would proyide 


ample parking. 


Scheme One emphasizes economy, ac- 
cording to the report, by reducing elemen- 
tary schools from six to four, and setting 
them up for grades kindergarten through 
five. It would retain West Elementary and 
the present Traditional Program, and 
redistricting of Doherty lower grade 
pupils into South and Bancorft would be 
relatively easy. 

Scheme 2 calls for West Elementary to 
become the second middle school, with 
retention of Shawsheen to make five 
elementaries. The report says this plan 
would be least disruptive at the elemen- 
tary level and would maintain the 
neighborhood school. (The town map 
shows elementary schools minus West, 
continuing to ring the town.) The middle 
school would be located in proximity to, 
but not congesting the high school. 

Sanborn and South, with their self- 
contained classrooms, could absorb 
traditional classes now held at West 
Elementary. 

Scheme three would be the current 6-3-3 
plan, keeping five elementary schools and 
turning South or Doherty (‘though: Doher- 
ty was preferred once again) into a 
seventh to ninth grade junior high. 

Advantages to this plan, the report says, 
include maintaining of the neighberhood 
school concept; no change from current 
practice which has been acceptable to the 
community; and provision for an up-to- 
date junior high building in the east part of 
town. 

Doherty parents protested that they had 
moved into Andover for its school system, 
and into the downtown area so they would 
be within walking distance of Doherty. 

They noted that Principal Lois Haslam 
was Massachusetts Principal of the Year 
last year, and that the school has many un- 
ique programs, including the developmen- 
tal primary course. 

Chairman Elaine Viehmann said that 
the same students will still be able to walk 
to Doherty, only as middle schoolers in- 
stead of primary pupils. 

There are now about 5,720 pupils in An- 
dover schools, but projections now are 
generally dctepted place the: 1985 enroll- 
nent around 4,700. Phe enroliment. is fall- 
ing off faster at the lower ‘grades. 


overall educational plant, with specific 
consideration to housing for the secondary 
schools. He said the total planning in- 
cludes the possible conversion of East 
Junior High into a municipal office 
building. 

The school committee a week ago 
developed some preferential schemes for 
the grade alignments, which could lead to 
converting one of the present elementary 
schools to a middle school in a 5-3-4 
system. Present grade align ment is 6-3-3. 

The manager said that Andover is in a 
little better position than other com- 
munities facing a school construction 
program, in that it can make use of ex- 
isting buildings while conversion, renova- 
tion or additions are made without in- 
terruption to the educational program, 
such as having to go on double sessions. 

The school committee a week ago, in 
their review and discussion of meeting the 
school’s needs, included little considera- 
tion of East Jr. High as a continued 
educational plant, once the school building 
program is decided upon. 

The town manager this week said that to 
keep that building as part of the town’s 
school system would require an expen- 
diture of approximately $3 miilion, just to 
meet state and local building re- 
quirements. 

The expense would be borne entirely by 
the town, since the state would not par- 
ticipate in a renovation program which did 
not meet its specification. 

The $3 million would not provide for any 
improvement in the educational program, 
the manager pointed, adding that ad- 
ditional funds would be required just to up- 
date the library and IMC areas of the 


school. 
Needed to bring the EJH building up to 


safe standards for continued use are in- 
stallation of handicap access, or removal 
of architectural barriers to the hand- 
ciapped, bring electrical wiring up to 
code, remove inflammable insulation and 
replace it, repair the heating system for 
efficiency, repair and replace window 
sashes, comply with heating and ven- 
tilating codes, install a sprinkler system 
and update the fire alarm and detection 
system. 

In examining costs of renovation of East 
vs. a new facility, the basic construction 
cost a year ago was $7.5 for a new building 
with the state supplying half the costs. 

Clark said that in examining various 
schemes, use of a portion of East Jr. High 
was considered for school use, but even 
those repair costs were higher than new 
construction. 

Changing the school from secondary to 
elementary also was considered but also 
found to be costly due to square foot per 
pupil requirements being higher for the 
lower grades. 

The re-examination of population 
figures, Clark said, has now resulted in 
two main factors — one, planning for a 4,- 
700 student population, and a school con- 
struction program of under $10 million as 
oppopsed to the $14 million originally 
thought to be necessary. 

“What must be addressed now is the 
consideration of closing a school. We are 
in a position of considering what school to 
close, but not while still paying bonds for 
its construction. 

‘““We can renovate an elementray school 
into a middle school, considering use of 
such facility as a continued exercise of our 
investment, as opposed to having idle 
buildings,’’ Clark said, noting that which

The selectmen want their contingency 
budget back.

“To go to the finance 
committee for rewards and a breakfast is, 
| think, embarassing.” 

Selectmen Lawrence Sullivan, who was 
on the FinCom when the recommendation 


‘to‘cut was made to-meet the tax cap said, 


“They pared it and then gave it back to 
us for much the same reasons we would 
have used it anyway,” he added. 

Selectman Norma Gammon did not like 
the procedure of asking ‘>r funds from the 
FinCom either. ‘‘That makes us look, to 
me, very small,’’ she said. 

Sullivan suggested fighting for the con- 
tingency fund on the floor of town meeting 
if necessary in the spring. 


He added that part of the reason the 
fund was cut was that the boards 
historically had returned a third to a half 
ot their fund to the town coffers. 

But he favored a reissurance of the con- 
tingency budget, too.

With Dollars And Cents 


No matter which way the proposed school project is 
directed, it seems, emotions will be stirred. 

Latest concerns lie with the proposed closing of one or 
more schools in the town, due to declining enrollments. 
Add this to the group of stalwart supporters of retention 
of the East Junior High building, regardless of its even- 
tual use, and there is sufficient emotional consideration 
to scuttle the entire project. 

But, if one can take the time to reason the proposals 
through, there is a semblance of sense to current think- 
ing. 

Under consideration by the school committee is in- 
itiation of a middle school program, or, making a 5-3-4 
school plan instead of the present 6-3-3, or junior high 
pattern followed in Andover for many years. 

Key to this, or ultimately any plan, is the either clos- 
ing or utilizing of existing educational structures. 

Once there is the possibility of closing a school, 
parents within the district become upset and insist, 
basically, that there particular building and staff is the 
best in town. To transfer their offspring elsewhere will 
be an injustice and harmful to the proper education 
of their child, they contend. 

We have seen it already in Andover, with Shawsheen 
parents appearing before the School Building Com- 
mittee and school board recently in defense of their 
neighborhood school. 

This past week, with the Doherty school threatened to 
be turned over to a middle school, (thus far only a con- 
Sideration) the school committee was deluged with 
testimonials as the advantage of retaining it as an 
elementary building. 

Somehow all this seems to miss the main issue — 
namely providing educational facilities for all 
youngsters in the town within a proper economic 
framework. 


If renovation of an elementary or secondary building 
can be accomplished and meet educational 
specifications, it seems a much wiser alternative than 
building an entire new school. 

The transfer of youngsters to another school will 
hardly prove traumatic to them or their learning ex- 
periences. 

Another consideration is that the whole process of 
construction and change in the town’s school pattern 
could take up to five years to accomplish, during which 
utilization of present facilities will continue. 

If the East Junior High is to be phased out as an 
educational plant, it now appears feasible to consider 
its use as a municipal office building. 

What seems to be sifting down from the months of 
Study, statistics and postponed decisions on the total 
school building project, is that the town can provide : 
necessary educational space at a much lower cost that 
the $14 million originally forecast. 

That, we think, is the paramount consideration. 

There is no suggestion of sacrifice of the so-called 
quality of education provided in Andover. 

There is, however, a facing of the reality that we 
don’t need as much space as originally predicted, and 
there is the possibility that the overall educational 
program can be contained ‘in existing buildings with 
minimal addition and some renovation. 

It would seem imperative that the townspeople begin 
thinking in this direction, rather than letting the 
emotional consideration of the location of their school, 
or the eventual disposition of the East Junior High : 
building. : 

Continued attention to these matters would only lead 
to a stacked town meeting which would result in no 
educational plant improvement at all. And, there is a 
definite need for such in Andover.

WASHINGTON -- Presi- 
dent Carter’s appointment 
of brisk Charles Duncan as 
secretary of energy was her- 
alded as the coming of a new 
broom to clean out the 
cobwebs of confusion left by 
his ponderous predecessor 
James Schlesinger. 

Unfortunately, there are 
signs that Duncan isn’t likely 

to win any Good Housekeep- 
ing awards at the Depart- 
ment of Energy either. 

As secretary of defense in 
the Nixon years, Schlesinger 
created a reputation for 
Sagacity mainly by puffing 
his pipe and pontificating to 
White House policy makers 
and congressional commit- 
tees. Carter named him as 
the nation’s first energy 
secretary. 

His regime at the newly 
created department _ illus- 
trated that he was great at 
blowing smoke but short on 
meeting the energy crisis. 
The big oil companies were 
handled with kid gloves 
when it came to calling 
them to account for over- 
charges of the American 
consumers. Schlesinger 
bowed out under fire and 
Duncan took over. 

Duncan is credited with 
being an executive of crisp 
decision based on a grasp of 
complex problems and firm, 
clear judgment. 

One of his first decisions 
was to buy a new conference 
table for his executive suite 
at a cost to the taxpayers of

Duncan's firmness has 
become suspect after he 
waffled on the firing of a 
Schlesinger holdover, Assist- 
ant Secretary Omi Walden. 
Most insiders considered her 
ineffectual and incompetent 
and welcomed Duncan's 
decision to get rid of her. 

But she also was a favor- 
ite of the peanut brigade at 
the Carter White House. 
Walden had served as the 
president’s energy chief 
when he was governor of 
Georgia. She enjoyed a close 
friendship with Hamilton 
Jordan, Carter’s chief straw 
boss. 

Our sources say Duncan 
received blunt orders from 
the White House to find 
another job for her and the 
Cabinet member obediently 
created one. She’s now a 
conservation-marketing 
specialist, still on the gov- 
ernment payroll, at $50,000 
a year. 

CONGRESSIONAL 
DEADBEATS: Many mem- 
bers of Congress poor mouth 
about their financial plight. 
They periodically try to pus- 
syfoot through pay raises for 
themselves on an off-the- 
record basis. Some are 
worth the $57,500-a-year 
salary they receive. A lot of 
others are not. 

Over the years, they 
helped themselves to free 
travel, free postage, free 
parking, free publications, 
Subsidized meals at their 
private dining rooms, cheap 
haircuts and cut-rate medi- 
cal and dental attention. 

They also receive a hefty 
expense allowance averag- 
ing about $75,000 a year for 
each legislator. Even this 
largesse isn’t enough for 


some who overdraw their 
expense accounts. 

orse yet, some of the big 
spenders become deadbeats 
at taxpayers’ expense. 
We've seen the closely confi- 
dential books showing that 
at the end of last month, 10 
former members hadn't set- 
tled their accounts. 

Leading the list was ex- 
Massachusetts Democratic 
Rep. Michael Harrington 
who left behind $8,000 in 
unpaid bills. Former Sen. 
Vance Hartke, D-Ind., left 
Congress owing $1,767. Oth- 
ers in arrears were former 
Reps. Burt Talcott, R-Calif., 
Roman Pucinski, D-Ill., and 
Joseph Maraziti, R-N.J. 

Two of the biggest offend- 
ers among current congress- 
men are William Wampler, 
R-Va., and Charles Diggs, D- 
Mich. Diggs, who tried to get 
the House to pay his costs 
for the trial which found him 
guilty of taking kickbacks, 
has unpaid bills dating back 
to 1970. 

THE SHAH’S WEALTH: 
The fanatically stubborn 
Ayatollah Khomeini raised a 
nice but embarrassing point 
when he suggested that the 
United States seize and 
return money stashed away 
by the ousted shah of Iran as 
part of the hostage deal. 
Even some of the shah’s 
associates have acknowl- 
edged that the ayatollah’s 
claim that the exiled shah 
plundered his countrymen of 
billions has validity.

paid. Billions, he said, were 
siphoned into tfe shah’s pri- 
vate purse. 

Other sources claim that a 
similar money-making oper- 
ation involved king-size real 
estate dealings on the shah’s 
behalf. They say he used his 
unquestioned power as ruler 
to develop and enhance 
family-owned property in 
Iran and then sold the land 
at a huge profit. The deals, 
according to the sources, 
were handled quietly 
through the shah’s private 
financial house, the Omran 


Bank. 


A banker in Paris who has 
handled some of the shah’s 
accounts estimates that the 
exiled ruler had a private 
fortune of $25 billion when 
he fled into exile. A New 
York banker, also familiar 
with his finances, gave us 
the same $25 billion figure. 


Still another source with 
excellent Iranian inside 
information put the figure at 
$17 billion and a former 
minister reported that it 
was at least $5 billion. 


Family sources close to 
the ailing shah contend that 
his personal wealth is limit- 
ed to millions, not billions. 
But there’s no prospect that 
the dethroned monarch will 
become a charity case. 


He has a fortune cached 
away in this country and 
abroad in corporate fronts, 
trust funds, real estate hold- 
ings and personal bank 


accounts.

Has $50 Fine 


Any driver whose vehicle strikes a dog 
or cat must now report it to either the 
owner or the local police, under penalty of 
a fine up to $50, according to Registrar 
Richard E. McLaughlin. 


The new law states the operator of a 
motor vehicle that strikes and injures or 
kills either a dog or a cat must report the 
accident to the owner or custodian of the 
dog or cat or to the police in the city or 
town where the accident happened. 

McLaughlin emphasized a violation will 
result in a fine not to exceed $50.

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Mount McKinley Photos At Museum Of Science 


The awesome environment of Mount 
McKinley, North America’s highest moun- 
tain, appears in a new temporary exhibi- 
tion at Boston’s Museum of Science. 


‘Mount McKinley Portrait’’ is a collec- 
tion of black and white photographs taken 
on, around, and above the Alaskan peak by 
Museum Director Bradford Washburn. 
The selection covers the period 1942 to 
1979, 


An internationally known expert on 
Alaskan mountains and glaciers, 
Washburn is also famed as an explorer, 
cartographer and photographer. He led 
the National Geographic/Pan American 
Airways first photographic flights over 
Mount McKinley in 1936. During World 
War II he was decorated for his service in 
developing and testing cold-climate and 
high-altitude equipment for the Army Air 
Forces. During a 15-year period (1945- 
1960), he and his wife, assisted by several 
volunteers, worked on the first definitive 


map of Mount McKinley, published in 1960. 

Many of the mural-like photos in the ex- 
hibition were taken from planes flying 
over the 20,320-foot-high peak; at times 
the planes were at 30,000 feet. They reveal 
the vast distance the range extends, cap- 
ture she mist swirling around the rocky 
summit, and show the seemingly infinite 
horizon beyond. From above, 50-foot-high 
spruce trees resemble ground: cover and 
the snow drifts into beautiful geometric 
patterns only visible from the sky. 

Washburn’s ground photos continue the 
picture of a world apart. From eye level, 
climbing figures and tents are dwarfed by 
gigantic snowdrifts and bottomless 
crevasses. A photo of Mrs. Washburn, the 
first woman to reach the summit, frames 
her on the edge of a precipice between 
towering peaks, as she looks into a cloud- 
filled gorge. A dog teamfreighting expedi- 
tion equipment across a glacier seems to 
be moving on trackless terrain without 
beginning or end.

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Sen. Buell Gets Briefed 


State Senator Robert Buehl (D-Boxford) 
asked for and received an earful as to 
what Andover selectmen would like the 
State legislature to be doing for the town. 

Buehl, a first-term senator, represents 
precincts 6, 7 and 8 in his First Essex and 
Middlesex district. His appearance Mon- 
day night, was to seek options from the 
board on tax cap, financial disclosure for 
local officials and state aid to cities and 
towns. It was the first time in many years 
that a state senator has publicly discussed 
issues with the local board. 

The senator is preparing his legislative 
package to be filed before Dec. 5. 

The board, with Selectman Susan T. 
Poore and Chairman Edward M. Harris 
absent, unanimously opposed financial 
disclosure requirements for local of- 
ficials. 

‘I feel we’re being penalized as public 
officials,’’ said Selectman Lawrence 
Sullivan. 

“I’ve never been one to pound the pave- 
ment for women’s right’s,”’ said Select- 
man Norma Gammon. ‘‘As a woman, I 
don’t feel I should have to disclose what 
my husband does for a living, out of town. 
This where I’m being abused as a 
woman.”’ 

Speaking of unsalaried members of 
boards and commissions she said, “‘If they 
are going to volunteer their time to the 
town, why should they have to disclose 
their financial background?” 

‘‘We’re going to lose some strong and 
heavy people,’’ she added. 

“T think you get the drift,’’ Selectman

totally opposed to financial disclosure.”’ 
Buell said he would vote against a bill 


mandating such disclosures for local of- ° 


ficials, and would try to add a home rule 
option to the bill if it passes. The option 
would let town meetings decide if their of- 
ficials would have to make the dis- 
closures, Buell said. 

A similar law now in effect for state of- 
ficials has already cost about $500,000, ac- 
cording to Buell. He said he opposed the 
expense because ‘‘you can’t legislate 
morals or honesty.”’ 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark also 
opposed the financial disclosure require- 
ment, Saying, ‘‘it doesn’t prove anything,’

He pointed out that a conflict of interest 
law is already on the books. ‘‘I thin: that’s 
a far more powerful law for control of 
ethics,’ Clark said. 

Concerning state aid to cities and towns, 
the board favored getting more of it for 
Andover. Gammon pointed out Andover 
does not get back an amount equal to what 
it pays the state. 

“T’m not opposed to seeing older cities 
get more money than the newer, suburban 
towns,’’ Abramson said, ‘‘but I’d like to 
see more pressure put on the older cities 
and towns to clean up their financial af- 
fairs.”’ 

Discussion of the possible continuation 
of the four-percent tax cap brought a 
Strong reaction from the board. 


the tax cap with a two-thirds vote. ‘I think 
the townspeople of Andover are responsi- 
ble enough to realize that in an in- 
flationary period, four-percent is a bit 
much to ask for.”’ 

He noted that the fiscal 1980 budget was 
a 5°4 percent increase over the fiscal 1979 
budget.

‘‘Local communities are getting 
choked,”’ Sullivan said. “‘I don’t think you 
should be enacting laws which you are 
compelling local communities to enforce, 
without funding them, when we’re faced 
with a four-percent tax cap.” 


Gammon blamed Gov. Edward King. 
“‘He’s sitting up there saying, ‘O.K., I’m 
holding down your taxes,’’ Gammon said. 
“‘He’s not holding down anything.”’ 

The board had just received a report 
from the town manager about a new 
burden being shifted to the town — en- 
forcement of temperature restrictions in 
municipal, commercial and _ industrial 
buildings. 

A directive from the governor charges 
local building inspectors with seeing to it 
that thermostats in those buildings are 
kept at 68 degrees F. Clark called such en- 
forcement ‘‘an enormous increase in 
workload for the building inspector. 

No funding was provided to pay for the 
extra work. 

Abramson did see some advantages to a 
tax cap. “It tends to mandate less fiscal 
autonomy for school committees,’’ 
Abramson said. ‘‘I think fiscal autonomy 
for school committees is absurd.’’ 

He added that the cap ‘forces us to look 
a little more responsively at programs.’ 

But he said he favored the provision 
which allows town meetings to override

school to close becomes a highly 
emotional issue, and one which the school 
committee must face. 


Clark pointed out that the school to be 
converted can be closed and remodeled 
without having to force double sessions, 
since other buildings will be available. 
Such a program has already been tested 
with the transfer of Bancroft students to 
other schools at the beginning of this 
school year while the roof was repaired. 


If the East Jr. High is to be phased out 
of the educational program, ikt will con- 
tinue in use as an educational facility until 
the building program is completed — a 
period of about five years. 


East Jr. High conversion of municipal 
office use will be studied fuirther and a 
program outlined to the town over a three 
year period. 


The Merrimack Valley Planning Com- 
mission will be asked to examine the 
feasibility of converting the building to of- 
fices and if merit is found, the town would 
be asked, probably at next year’s annual 
town meeting to approve funds for 
preliminary architectural and engineering 
plans. 


That step initiated, Clark indicated that 
the town meetilng of 1982 would probably 
be asked for funds to provide final plans 
for EJH conversion. Construction funds 
would probably be requested in 1984 with 
work to begin after the building is vacated 
as a school facility, tentatively in 1985. 

The reuse of East Jr. High for town- 
school offices, would be looked upon as

Clark indicated that the cost of conver- 
sion may be a little less for offices than for 
schools since, the requirement would be 
less.

“Silent Night’”’ began as 


a song written just for the 
people of the little Alpine 
village of Oberdorf in 
Austria in 1818. 


The story goes that mice 
ate the bellows of the 
church organ. 


The priest, the Rev. 
Joseph Mohr, was unhappy 
not to have special music 
for Christmas Eve, so on 
Dec. 23, he wrote words for 
a new song. The church 
organist wrote the melody, 
and the song was first 
heard accompanied by a 


guitar. 


Another Austrian 
musical custom is the 
caroling by the village 
brass band. In the frost of 
Christmas Eve, a small 
group of musicians crowd 
into the tower of the 
church or town hall for a 
“Turmblasen” or ‘‘tower 
blowing.”’

The Academy was the 
first national M.D. group to require 
members to take continuing medical 
study, and was chiefly responsible for 
securing specialty status for family prac- 
tice. This year is the tenth anniversary of 
the specialty.
